lish a spirit, have, under the hollow pretence of right of passage, partaken of those 
s(M)rts for which others so cheerfully paid, and which had been so liberally provided. 
One hint we in;iy be permitted to offer Mr. Whyte. The Hifipodroine, in its ob¬ 
ject, is intended to to a place for general e«)uestrian exercise, and also for particu¬ 
lar racing exhibitions. To order the first of these, merely the ordinary description 
of attendants is necessary; for the latter he must have some one practically ac¬ 
quainted with the business of the Turf in all Us details as manager and director. 
The eyes of the public are upon his speculation, and this is the time to make or 
mar it. The principle uiH>n which the Meetings should bo based is to afford the 
greatest amount of satisfaction to the largest numtor of people. Every encourage¬ 
ment should be held out to gentlemen to send horses ; and every courteous effort 
directed to rescue his Plates from being made merely so many horse-dealers' God¬ 
sends. Our space will not permit a more lengthened notice of these matters, but 
if Mr. Whyte should deem our assistance worth seeking, we should feci much 
pleasure in offering him, jiersonally, some suggestions that might not be altogether 
useless for his coming campaign. 

Goodwood is now before us! le brave des braves*,: ever brilliant, but on this 
anniwrsary more than usually dazzling. Some of the richest Sukes known on 
the Biitish Turf for years were made for this Meeting, and the most valuable 
Plate was run for ever recorded in our liacing Annals. The value of the Water¬ 
loo Shield presented by Lord George Bentinck was suted at XIOOO —the Stakes 
and forfeits amounted to £780. Now this ran tha round of the journals as some¬ 
thing “ of itself Its own parallel”—a tottle “ to split the ears of the groundlings.” 
It was doubtless a very pretty matter as times go, and a prize calculated to give a 
fillip to Turfites : and our Derby is nice picking, as well as other Stakes too nu¬ 
merous to insert. But it is proper that in our ignorance wc do not exalt our horn 
too much on high. Let us see how stands the Turf in other lands. Among the 
nations of the earth none has, during the late year of grace, had so unenviable a 
notoriety for impecumosity as America; what say her calendars 1 For the com- 
ing Spring wc find a SweepsUkes to be run for over the Long Island Course 
(one of the New York Courses) for the sum of Forty-four thousand dollars^ 
and a Match over the Nashville Course (Tennessee), for Ten thousand dollars ! 
Yes, brother Jonathan ! we have read these things of thee, and for thy spirit we 
do thee honor, and if ever thou should’st detect a sneer in the lick spittle that 
puts a servile notice of our Turf events into its sneaking columns upon the Sport¬ 
ing of the New World, toll him to look at home, and match the Yankee an he be 
able. 

For the first race Caravan shewed, and won, but his form indicated the care 
that had been bestowed upon his legs. 

Next came the man who has at last found the Philosopher's atone. John Day 
upon his proper horse sacked tho 300 sovs. Sweepstakes, having fifteen subacri- 
bers : deducting his own Stake and forfeits being net £2400. This he did with 
The Drummer, who played tho devil’s tattoo thereby with the Legs wh# had bet¬ 
ted valorously against him, and laid 2 to 1 on Scroggins. 

The Drawing Room Stakrs fell to the lot of the Stable, won by Wisdom, 
ridden by young Sam, who is a hundred per cent, a neater jock than ever his 
father was. 

Next comes John agaia, who on Grey Momus wins the Lavamt Stakes, and 
then Sam again, who on John’s Foozool wins the iNNaaapaa’* Plate, and if that 
be net the tncky it strikes us as something uncommonly like it. 

The Goodwood Staees, worth over a thousand, were won by Mr. Robertson’s 
Lucifer : whatever reasons ethers may have for speaking disparagingly of the Turf 
as a speculation, of a verity so far Mr. R. has none. With the exception of Ber¬ 
wickshire (an ungainly beastie and no mistake), he has brought but Olympic and 
Lucifer to the jiost, but with his pair of posters he has made a totter haul than 
manv who have taken the field wiln a regiment of cavalry. His horses are admi- 
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With the exception of the contest for the Gkdd 
Shield (people arc mad about Gold Shields just now), won by Bee’s-wing, the rest 
of the Meeting was all languor and still-life. 

Heaton Pare, though an imposing Turf gala, shews better in the records of 
the Fashionable World than in the annals of Racing. Tho weather was against 
its last festivities, but the sport was quite first-rate. By some misunderstanding a 
report ^ot into circulation that Lord Wilton contemplated putting an end to that 
great Northern Sporting Light. No such idea was ever entertained: not only 
will It continue to receive the countenance of its present Noble Patron, but we 
trust it will descend as an heir-loom to his posterity. 

The Octobke Meetings at Newmarket were ushered in by deli^tfnl stim- 
mer weather, and promises of sport fully realized in their progress. In the first, 
the quantity and quality of the racing was infinitely superior to that which is ex- 
ficcted from it. I'he Hopeful with which it opened, was looked upon as over be¬ 
fore the horses were stripped. The runnmg of Grey Momua at Goodwood had 
toon quite good enough to authorize the confidence with which he was backed at 
odds for this event against the Field, strong in numbers as it was. He was beaten 
for it by a length by Saintfoin, who is not in the Derby. He is by St. Patrick out 
•f Mangclwurzcl, apropos to which is a singular fact. In the Derby for the pre¬ 
sent year there is but one solitary nomination by Emilius, and one by St. Patrick ! 
Next came the Grand Duke Michael and the Buckenham Post Produce Stakes, 
toth won with all ease by Lord Exeter. The Wednesday (the second day) had 
lots of running, among which was the notable Leger, which, during the two last 
months has been effecting such a considerable shindy. We conclude it is not 
necessary to say that Mango won it, neither that the “ modus operandC* calls for 
any further illustration, inasmuch as more unbecoming strife wras generated by 
what was written concerning it at the time it came off, man twenty times as much 
cause ever gave rise to since we dipped in ink. For the Rutland Stakes (a heavy 
pull up hill all the way, and the haU stone penalty upon him) Anchorite waa de¬ 
feated by a head only, for which he is none tto worse. 

The Second October is always a Meeting of great interest and attraction in 
consequence of iu influential Two-year-old Stakes. After a few Matches and 
such like, we had the Garden Stakes, for which Velure, a roost moderate filly, beat 
Mango to stock fish, receiving a stone. Tto Clrabwell brought together a good 
Field, including Grey Momus and Saintfoin. Notwithstanding the Hopeful, tto 
Grey was backed to win this at only 6 to 4 against him; probably tbs three 
pounds extra which he carried for that might in %e opinion of some have done 
the mischief, but as the event turned out they attached too much weight to it .— 
For this Colonel Peel ran first and second, winning with Ion, of whom we have, 
in the July Meeting, spoken as a colt of much promise. He is thought to 
somewhat capricious of temper, but is in form and style of going a racer all over, 
and nothing else. Momus showed wretchedly, and is either a most uncertain or 
a most unaccountable runner. Passing a multitude of excellent races (among 
which the Oatlamfs was out and out good—a dead heat and a disnlay of b^tifiu 
riding), we come to the Prbnderoast, the closing event of the Meeting. Here 
John Day appeared en Prince with his caravan-ano-four, and a nag that astoniriied 
the natives No sooner was he seen, than he was backed at odds against the 
Field which he quickly put at rest by winning with all ease by a length. In this 
race Saintfoin was beaten about half a distance, from which something like a line 
may be drawn. The winner in this instance is another monstrous fine colt; and, 
barring accidents, what a Field are we not likely to have for our next Derby ! 

The Houghton is rarely productive of any novelty, but may to considered as 
settling some of the obscurities left by the season wUch it closes. On its open¬ 
ing day took place a Match which had excited a great deal of interest—that be¬ 
tween Colonel Peel’s Vulture, four years old, and Grey Momus. It was w<m by 
the former, and waa perhaps as fine an example of diamond cut diamond as often 
is seen. All that the spectator could gather from it was, that the Grey waa as 
honest a bit of horse flesh as ever tasted cold iron. 

Thb CaiTaaioN pitted the winner of the Prendergast against some of the tost 
winners of his year. With all this against him, D'CgviUe vras freely backed at 
only one point against the field, including Ion and Anchorite. A race of more than 
ordinary resolation ended with D'E^ille first. Lord ExetePs Ramona filly second, 
and Ion third. This filly is in the Oaks, and if public running be regarded as a 
criterion, she looks the best for it we have as yet upon paper. Little else in this 
Meeting calls for observation, except indeed the Nursery Stakes, which presented 
rather a novel siglit, a lot of two-ycar-olds to be found in training at Newmarket, 
with an estimated difference of excellence amounting to two atone ten pound* ! 
We are not aware whether hazarding an opinion upon a Handicap be a crime 
punishable by fine and imprisonment, but if the Galleys stared ns in the face we 
could not help hinting, with all consideration, that Captain Faiilie mi^t, without 
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linliUiig a spot whereon the business of the Turf might be said to be enacted 
bout an Irishism, but still there is much to do.

The Cup, which at one period promised to be a splendid affair, went off tamely 
enough, being also much deteriorated by the conditions for the Shield, a result ne¬ 
ver contemplated at the time the articles for that great event were framed, no 
doubt, ami shewing how necessary experience is in matters of wparently no diffi¬ 
culty. It was won by Lord Chesterfield’s Carew after an indinerent race. Run 
as it was, it proves one of two things—either that the last Derby was a wretched 
one, or that the crack, who made so excellent a second for it, was amiss here, in¬ 
asmuch as Caravan was half a distance behind for this Cup. The journey is a 
long one, to be sure, but then a three-year-old carries a atone less for it than he 
does for the Derby. 

The all-absorbing Waterloo Shield brought out a Field of eighteen, but cer¬ 
tainly not such a Field as befitted such a prize. Tho best in it, to all ordinary ap¬ 
prehension, was Day’s Drummer, who had beaten the day but one before Scrog¬ 
gins (second to Elia for the Leger), and now came to the Post receiving fifteen 
pounds from Slane of his own year. He waa first favorite, and very justly so. 
Certainly Slanc had been running more kindly during tho season than heretofore, 
but it was awful odds for an Eclipse to give to anything like a horse of his own 
class.

Mr. WxkD closed a season of between three and four weeks on the 3Ut of 
March, and there is an on d»/ that we have looked our last on the TAca/rx—that it 
is to be converted into a Roman Catholic Church. How true tliis is I know not; 
but you may judge from the report of the languishing state of tho drama hero. 
Yet before the National was erected, neryhody wondered that there was not an 
extensive theatrical esUblishment in a city where there was a continuaJ^o.courae 
of atrangers, who felt so much the want of such public amusement. The thea^ 
waa built, placed under active and experienced management: everybody wonder^ 
why it was not patronised; and when it is abandoned, everybody will wonder why 

the public did not austain it. „ > u . xx 

During Mr. FoatEsx’s engagement the house was generally well filled; but Mr. 

Fink succeeded him, and played Mme. Jacques on his first night, to the smallest 
audience I ever saw even here. In fact, people must come to Washivgton to learn 
what should be called thin houses, elsewhere I cannot believe that they know any¬ 
thing of the matter. Sometimes, on seeing scarce two hundred jieople in tho thea^ 
tre, I have wondered that the star of the evening did not sink down m “ a per¬ 
plexity fit.” 

As I was in the theatre but once for more than a fortnight before it was closed, 
I can say nothing of it but from report. Mr. Finn repealed Mons. Jacques for his 
benefit to a full and fashionable house, and with most flattering success. A friend, 
who was present, said he had seen every perfonner of eminence on the American 
boards, yet he had not witnessed a more finished piece of acting than on that

Where is the American that would 
not be ** a fire-eater ” under such circumstances t If there be such an one among 
your readers, let him never think of ** multiplying and increasing his stock,” for I 
am sere they would greatly injure the country, and in the event of an open rupture 
with a formidable foreign foe, such soldiers would be worse than a visitation of the 
cholera or small-po.x in an army, for they would not fight, and might, by turning 
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(if marriageable), with no other patrimony than the rich blood that nowea 
llirough his now cold and pulseless heart, than to have one of the cold-blooded, 
IfcifeeUng, senseless sort (a compound of salts and magnesia), though she should 
he as rich as Candace, the Ethiopian queen ! Nor would I have him form an al- 
fiance with one of your frothy, w’ordy sort, who would effervesce and boil over like 
•*8eidlilz powders,” without a generous warmth, making “a great ado about 
nothing.” No, Sir; let us discriminate between true courage and genuine bravery, 
and that blood-thirstiness which is characteristic of the tiger, the wolf, and tho 
veasle—the temper that so nearly affilliates itself to the devil, the great destroyer. 
Young -Vndrew, at thirteen years old, refused to clean the boots of a haughty 
British officer, for which he reseived the gashing wound of his cutlass on his hand 
and bead! I have often seen the scars. Suppose he had cringed and whined, 
like a whipt puppy, and licked the hand that smote him, think you, Mr. Editor, that 
he would have lived to stand up before the men of this generation the admiration 
of the magnanimous, and the terror of the cruel and cowardly 1 No, Sir. But 
he paid the debt with good interest, and the bond was cancelled when he had the 
honor of conducting the battle on the plains of Orleans, where the Royal beast 
(the Britu'h lion) was strangled in the blood of its royal cubs.
